NARRATIVE 


On June 3,2014 at approximately 1424 hours, 1, Corporal Jaime Gonzales was on duty wearing my full duty uniform displaying my badge of 
office driving a marked police vehicle in the area ofNM 4 just south ofNM 502 when Ofc was dispatched to a reckless driver call of a red Toyota 
pickup truck bearing NM plate LKG448 that was unable to maintain its lane near Andersons lookout. Dispatch then advised that the vehicle was 
near the Y ofNM 4 and NM 502 but was unknown which direction the vehicle was headed. 1 soon saw the red Toyota pickup driving in the left 
hand lane (inside lane) traveling south on NM 4 and I pulled behind it. As 1 was getting closer to the v ehicle 1 could see that the vehicle was 
swerving into the right hand lane (outside lane) a few times and then trav eled nearly more than halfway into the north bound lane forcing another 
vehicle traveling north to drive off the roadway to avoid a crash. 1 activated my emergency equipment to conduct a traffic stop. 1 made contact with 
the driver later identified as Mr. Joey Martinez by his NM driver's license. 

While speaking with Mr. Martinez he appeared to be extremely nerv ous and his body was trembling. When asked what his reason was for how he 
was driving he stated that a bundle of newspapers had fallen as he was coming around the turns traveling west on NM 502 and that one of them 
had fallen on his head and that he was only trying to adjust it. While speaking with Mr. Martinez I noticed that there were a pack of cigarettes and 
that he also had an electronic cigarette hanging around his neck. Because of Mr. Martinez's nervousness and body trembles, I asked him when the 
last time was that he had gotten high and he stated that it had been 6 months. 1 returned to my unit and while I was at my unit I could see that Mr. 
Martinez kept looking at me through the side mirror and was mov ing around. For safety reasons I approached again on the passenger side of the 
v ehicle and noticed a syringe that appeared to have been used and a brown ball stored in the cap of the syringe. When asked about the syringe and 
when he had last used heroin and he stated that he had last used it around 12:30 today. I asked Mr. Martinez if he would give consent to search the 
vehicle and he gav e verbal consent. I had Mr. Martinez step out of his v ehicle and placed him into investigative detention adv ising him that he was 
not under arrest. 1 placed him in the rear seat of my v ehicle so that Cpl. Rael could assist in searching the vehicle. During a search of the vehicle 
Cpl. Rael found used syringes in the glove box and a sharps container with more used syringes. Cpl. Rael also found a brown leather wallet that 
contained two CU Anytime ATM cards one with issued from Del Norte Credit Union to ending in 6211. There was also a 

social security card with the name ofjHHHHHHIHi There was another card with no name issued by Sandia Area Federal Credit Union 
ending in 1483. It is still unknown if that card is stolen and should be hearing from the bank soon. 1 had Mr. Martinez step out of my v ehicle and 
asked him how it was that he came to be in possession of the cards he had stated that he had given a friend of a friend a bag of weed (marijuana) 
and that the indiv idual had left the wallet with him as collateral saying that he would be right back. I advised Mr. Martinez that he was under arrest 
for the paraphernalia and the reckless driving and that other charges could follow depending on results from the ATM cards. 


Upon further investigation the card belonging toSBSSS9BEi§3 was confirmed to have been stolen. The other CU Anytime was still 
undetermined to hav e been stolen along with the social security card and further inv estigation will be needed. At this time Mr. Martinez was 
transported and booked into the Los Alamos County Detention Center. A government gas card was found was found in Mr. Martinez s vehicle 
belonging to Rio Arriba County; the county was called and they v erified that the card was issud to him as an employee but that the card was never

Do you have a copy of the Los Alamos PD report re: Joey Martinez? If not, I will spend some time digging through my 
files to find one and get it to you to pass on to the proper authorities. 

Joey’s felony case in Rio Arriba supposedly went away last summer (plea deal). So did his Los Alamos case (plea deal 
in conjunction with the Los Alamos plea deal). Refer to Ted’s defense of Joey on page three of Ted’s long 10/17/14 letter 
to Diane. In that letter Ted claims the charges in the Los Alamos case and the Rio Arriba (felony) case were disposed 
of/dismissed. 

Not so fast. Joey’s plea deals on both cases (both plea deals were tied together) called for dismissal for some charges 
and probation/deferred adjudication for others. 

Then, on September 26, 2014, Joey got a traffic ticket. (He has had several since). The circumstances of this incident led 
to revocation of Joey’s probation and new arrest warrants in both the Los Alamos and Rio Arriba cases. Ultimately the 
judges imposed sentences previously suspended per the probations. 

The traffic ticket, arrest for probation revocations etc. (in early October, 2014) all occurred before Ted sent his 10/17/14 
letter in which he disputes your assessment of Joey and essentially claims Joey is squeaky clean 

Attached are the two court case synopses of Joey's Los Alamos and Rio Arriba cases in quest on. The probation 
revocations and subsequent events in those cases tell a completely different story than the one Ted was trying to put over 
on Diane last fall 

Via separate e-mail I am sending you a list of the case numbers for all of Joey’s criminal cases (misdemeanor/traffic and 
that single felony) 2010 to the present date. 

BTW—the Espahola school board voted to award 2 Smooth its first do-nothing contract on August 20, 2014. This date is 
critical to the “quid pro quo” timeline, especially when compared to the deadlines for applications for the HR job and other 
meaningful dates in that saga. It was on September 4, 2014, that the RGS reported on that contract and publish a critical 
editorial.

The New Mexico Attorney General’s Office public information officer confirmed they have launched a probe into the professional services 
agreement between Commissioner Barney Trujillo and the Espanoia School District. 

Attorney General Spokesman James Hallman would not go into specifics regarding the nature of the inquiry, or how close the Office is to reaching 
some sort of conclusion. 

“This inquiry is ongoing and we will update the media as soon as we have a public update,” Hallinan wrote in an email. 

Although it is unclear what led to the Attorney General’s inquiry, state law does have special policies in place when it comes to public officials 
contracting their expertise to other governmental bodies. 

Hallinan refused to confirm/deny an “investigation” into this matter is underway when folks contacted him after the story 
ran.
